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The Two Paths for Lambda

When We decided to bring out the idea that Lambda 
should be a twice a week publication numerous skeptics 
made them selves known. One of the criticisms raised 
was that there will be a very serious staff shortage. That 
is one of the last worries that anyone should have 
Lambda has become the largest employer of students 
outside of Laurentlan University proper. We faced an 
unprecedented degree of recruitment . We had the 
-highest rate of recruitment for a student paper in Canada. 

Of course, someone may ask "Yeah Pete what does 
that mean**. One may even ask how is that important. 
The answer is in the comparison to one of the most 
successful student newspapers in the country, the MacGiR 
Daily, Their staff membership is around 50. while. 
Lambda's staff membership is slightly above 60. Some of 
you may know that the McGill Daily publishes four times 
a week. Taking their example Into consideration Lambda 
is actually over volunteered. More importantly we do 
have the human resources to print at least twice a week. 

The only reason why it has not been done already 
is because we are lacking funds. Simply put there is no 
way that we can reduce the production time with the 
current computers. The Macs we are using at the 
moment have a double problem. The immediate one is 
their speed, or more precisely lack of it. The printing and 
manipulating of the text between these computers resem- 
bles passing liver stones. It is almost maddening when 
you wait up to five minutes to just load up a story from one 
program to another. 

The second problem is based on the small monitors 
of these particular computers. In the full size of the news 
page the Production Directors waste over half their time 
scrolling through the page. Instead of Just laying out the 
text, time is wasted on waiting for these computers to do 
their work. Instead of actually doing it. 

The esthetic value of the pages Is also sacrificed. It 
is impossible to do take a critical look at the newsprint in 
the computers. They have to be printed and laid out and 
only than do we spot the errors on the page, then, the 
entire process Is repeated. Needless to say this wastes 
lots of trees and. once again, time. By the current 
standards we are very archsilc. Just plain backward. 

What can Lambda staff do about this? There are 
two choices; either go the commercial root and start 
looking like Northern Lffe or any other heavily commer- 
cialized newspaper. The sacrifice would be the reduced 
amount of students to write for the paper. It means that 
there will be fewer people with additional qualifications In 
Journalism on top of their degrees. Furthermore, you the 
reader will be less Informed because we were are not 
capable of to have as mamy stories and information pieces 
printed. 

The second option is to Increase the student levy, 
through a referendum so the current level of profession- 
alism can be improved, instead of favoring the commer- 
cial sources. The choice is yours. We wHl be working on 
getting the referendum for you to make that decision. 



starving Students 



If I know of someone who is 
hungry I can list five places where 
they could turn for help. I would 
tell them how to go about getting 
food and think everything was 
solved. Sure. I know they could be 
somewhat embarrassed but I re- 
ally would not understand what 
the feeling was really like. There is 
a stigma attached when asking 
for help. And that stigma is often 
overlooked. 

For the first time in my life I 
felt what It was like to actually ask 
for some assistance.

Its hard to accept food— or 
pots to cook with If the need be. It 
Is the myths around such an is- 
sue which makes It difficult to

reach out for help. People are not 
lazy or gamble their money away. 
People experience unexpected 
twists which leave them with very 
few options. It's not that they 
should have planned better— It's 
something that happens which 
veiy few people have control over. 

We now have our own student 
food bank on campus. How sad. 
We should be glad that we are 
recognising the need but there Is 
more invohred than Just hungry 
stomachs.

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The Dipty Chakravarty Foundation: 
Making tine World A Better Place

Mahadav Chakravarty is 
watching his late wife's dreams 
come true as Laurentlan Univer- 
sity has helped him reach the 
final stages of creating a foimda- 
tion in her honour. 

The Dipty Chakravarty Foun- 
dation, officially established this 
past October 8, will be dedicating 
Its efforts towards the encour- 
agement of young Canadians to 
study in India and» in turn, pro- 
vide Indian students the oppor- 
tunity to study in Canada. 

According to Mr. Chakravarty 
there Is a "need for cultural ex- 
change at an ordinary level among 
young people." This "scholswly 
exchange" will not be based on a 
one to one ratio. It will instead be 
a system of application by stu- 
dents in India and Canada. This 
foundation will help to facilitate 
the desires of students to partake 
in studies of their choice in a 
situation that will promote "cul- 
tural enhancement and the inter- 
national dissemination of knowl- 
edge." 

The foundation, which has 
been largely organized through 
the Laurentlan University depart- 
ment of Alumni and Development 
wiU be giving preference to stu- 
dents at Laurentlan University, 
followed by students firom the Sud- 
bury area. Mr. Chakravarty has 
resided In Sudbury for the last 25 
years. He tells an amusing story of 
a, time when he Invited people 
from Ottawa to Sudbury and they 
had felt compelled to consult a 



travel agent " (Sudbury has) a 
unique multicultural mixture." he 
said. "Sudbury has to be put on 
the map of Canada." He stresses, 
though, that all Canadian resi- 
dents, from Newfoundland to Brit- 
ish Columbia, will be considered 
for bursaries. 

Students who travel to 
Canada to study will be encour- 
aged to attend Laurentlan Univer- 
sity. Slmilarhr. students who travel 
to India will be encouraged to 
study at one of four universities: 
Banaras Hindu University. Cal- 
cutta University. Sri Auroblndo 
International Center For Educa- 
tion and Viswa-Bharati Univer- 
sity. A certain degree of senti- 
mentallhr is involved in the selec- 
tion of these universities as Mr. 
Chakravarty and his late wife are 
alumni of Banaras Hindu and 
Calcutta Universities. 

Cindy Ives-Blgeau. the Assist- 
ant Director for Alumni and De- 
velopment, said that the process 
that began about a year ago is 
almost complete. "We are in the 
last stages of paper work" she 
said. Mr. Chakravarty approached 
the University for assistance and 
since then they have been apply- 
ing to Revenue Canada for recog- 
nition as a charitable organiza- 
tion. Word was received in early 
November that The Dipty 
Chakravarty Foundation was ofEl- 
clally recognized as a private foun- 
dation. 

The next step In the success- 
ful implementation of the founda- 
tion Is to establish the funds with 
which to begin distributing bur- 
saries. The only donations received 
thus far have been from Mr. 
Chakravarty himself and his neph- 



ews. Bursaries will be awarded 
from interest made ofiF the base 
funds, cmd so far, the base has not 
been big enough to generate any 
substantial Income. Mr. 
Chakravarty Is not expecting to 
distribute any funds for another 
couple of years, until there is at 
least $100 000 to draw Interest 
from. 

While it is a relatively simple 
operation to provide a Canadian 
student with enough money to 
live comfortably in India, the ex- 
change from India to Canada will 
be slightly more difficult. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Chakravarty, It will cost 
alx)ut 3 times as much money to 
provide an Indian student with an 
ordlnaiy living in Canada. While 
different exchange programs have 
different regulations with regards 
to the payment of tuition, the 
Foundation will be faced with 
some difficult fiscal realities as 
tuition continues to rise. 

Mr. Chakravarty will be tak- 
ing two months off from his Job at 
Cambrian CoUege. where he has 
tau^t mathematics and physics 
since the school opened In 1967, 
to go to India himself this week. 
WhUe there he will be studying 
various aspects of Adult Educa- 
tion. While he Is gone, the Foun- 
dation will be left In the hands of 
Ms. Ives-Blgeau and Alumni and 
Development, 

The Dipty Chakravarty Foun- 
dation will be achieving two goals 
. The first is to honour Mr. 
Chakravarty*s wife by fulffillng 
her wishes to establish a means 
for a cultural exchange and the 
second, in his own words, "to make 
the world a better place."

U.S. Government funds 
Eugenics Research

In the wake of the riots In Los 
Angeles, the U.S. federal public 
health establishment has an- 
nounced its funding priority for 
1994: the "violence initiative"— a 
psychological approach to com- 
bating violent crime in inner cit- 
ies. 

Although the Initiative has 
been presented in innocuous 
terms, its roots are In eugenics, 
the racist pseudo-science used by 
Hitler tojustlfy the extermination 
of "criminal elements" In Nazi 
Germany. 

This faU, opponents of eugen- 
ics, advocates of responsible sci- 
ence, and community organizers 
impeded the violence initiative by 
stopping a conference partially 
funded by the National InsUtute 
of Health (NIH) called "GeneUcs 
and Crime: Findings. Uses and 
Implications." 

A Washington, DC based 
group working under the banner 
"Stop the Violence InitlaUve" dem- 
onstrated that promotional mate- 
rial for the conference assumed 
that violence and crime are ge- 
netically linked. The NIH with- 
drew its support In response to a 
storm of public protests, while 
conference organizers objected 
that the group's actions Infringed 
on their academic freedom. 

The violence initiative was first 
revealed by top federal psychia- 
trist Fred Goodwin in a speech 
before the Federal Mental Health 
Advisory Council in February 
1992. 

Goodwin said that his agency, 
the Alcohol, Drug Abuse and Men- 
tal Health Administration 
(ADAMHA) ?r.d Its sub-agency the 
National Instil ute of Mental Health 



were ready to take action against 
crime and drug use in Inner cities. 

"If you are going to leverage 
[problems of violence} at all, In my 
view, you are going to leverage 
[them] through individuals, not 
through large social engineering 
of society," he said. 

In the same speech Goodwin 
compared Inner city youth to 
"hyper-agressive" and "hvper- 
sexual" monkeys and speculated: 
"One could say that If some of the 
loss of social structure in this 
society particularly within the high 
Impact inner clhr areas, has re- 
moved some of the clvUlzlng evo- 
lutionary things that we have built 
up. maybe It Isn't Just the careless 
use of the word when people call 
certain areas of certain cities *jun- 
gles*.- 

After his remarks became 
public, members of the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus pressured 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services (HHS) Louis Sullivan to 
remove Goodwin firom his posi- 
tion as head of the ADAMHA. 
Goodwin resigned, only to be ap- 
pointed director of the NIMH soon 
after. 

As director of the NIMH. Good- 
win will oversee the agency's pro- 
gram to screen inner city chil- 



dren. This program, which Good- 
win described in a speech to the 
American P^chiatric Association 
in May, 1 992, would require teach- 
ers in urban elementary schools 
to Identify 12 to 15% percent of 
their students who exhibit "con- 
duct disorders", "cognitive defi- 
ciencies", "impulsive and violent 
behaviour" and other supposed 
precursors of "violent behaviour." 
After further screening through 
phone calls and interviews— Good- 
win called this process "triage"- 
clinical treatments would be pre- 
scribed for children who are 
labeled potential criminals. 

"Stopping crime" has fre- 
quentty been used as a euphe- 
mism for policing poor communi- 
ties and Jailing people of colour. 
But research for the violence Ini- 
Uattve \s a tool for crimlnaUzaUon 
of an even more Insidious level. By 
attempting to provide "scientific 
proof that people of colour are 
predisposed to violence "by na- 
ture" and focusing on "sick" per- 
sons of colour rather than poverty 
and racial injustice, the mental 
health establishment is 
scapegoatlng the victims of public 
policy disasters.

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The Trend Towards Intolerance

"Western society is becoming 
an increasingly intolerant, xeno- 
phobic, and violent place in which 
to live/ 

That is a thought that often 
springs to mind after one reads 
the latest edition of one of Cana- 
da's daily newspapers. Incidents 
of racism have been on the rise 
ever since the collapse of the Ber- 
lin Wall, and each new episode 
seems to be more vicious and 
violent than the last. A few years 
ago, it was an extremely rare oc- 
currence to read about vandalism 
of Jewish synagogues in Montreal, 
or to hear about violent persecu- 
tion of members of visible and 
ethnic minorities by Neo-Nazis in 
Germany, or to witness the brutal 
treatment of jjeople of colour by 
police in the United States of 
America. And yet these types of 
stories have become an 
almost permanent fea- ^^^ 
ture of evening 
newscasts In this coun- 
try. Supremacist groups 
like the Heritage Front 
are being given the kind 
of media attention that 
Is usually reserved for 
celebrities. 

Most worrisome of 
all, the future only looks 
worse, not better. Here «i«.^. 
£ire just a few of the most 
recent race -related me- 
dia events: 

* Denis Mahon, an American 
white supremacist, was appre- 
hended at Pearson International 
Airport by the Canadian Security 
and Intelligence Service on Janu- 
ary 22. Maiion is a former leader 
of the Klu Klux Klan in Tulsa and 
is a current member of the White 
Aryan Resistance Movement 
(WARM). He has openly advocated 
the use of guerrilla violence to 
create a whites-only state in North 



America. It was suspected that 
his reason for entering Canada 
was so that he could speak at a 
WARM mlly in Vancouver. He was 
deported back to the United States 
on January 27 (Globe & Mail. 
January 25, 27). 

• On January 25. the Cana- 
dian Human Rights Conmiission 
began its hearing Into allegations 
made by Toronto's Native Cana- 
dian Centre that a white 
supremacist telephone "hot line" 
is spreading hate propaganda 
against native people. This hot 
line is the property of the Heritage 
Front, and one of its messages in 
the summer of 1991 included: 
"anyone can get scalped, so get 
ready". The Heritage Front was 
ordered by the CHRC to shut down 
the hot line until after a decision 
had been made at the hearing 
(Globe & Mail. January 26). 

* On that same day. an anti- 
racism rally in Toronto turned

ugly when Metro Toronto police 
on horseback rushed into a crowd 
of about ftve hundred demonstra- 
tors and began smashing several 
people over the head wlSi riding 
crops. The demonstration was be- 
ing held outside of the courthouse 
where the Heritage Front mem- 
bers bearing swastikas and chant- 
ing "Ekjual rights for whites!" were 
escorted by the police to the court- 
house to protect them from anti- 
racism demonstrators. The dem- 




onstrators 
then pro- 
ceeded to 
pelt eggs at 
the neo-Na- 
zis and the 
police. After 
issuing sev- 
eral warn- 
ings to the 
protesters, 
the police 
surged into 
the crowd 
and began 
hitting peo- 
ple with the 
crops. Three 
protesters 
received mi- 
nor injuries, 
and a police 
officer suf- 
fered from a 

dislocated shoulder after the inci- 
dent. Two people were arrested. 
Later, anti-racism dem- 

onstrators chanted 

"Cops and the Klan, 
hand in handP as they 
marched to police head- 
quarters (Toronto Star. 
January 26). 

* In Germany, when 
it was announced that 
Helnrlch Lummer would 
be part of a panel to 
discuss a new film, the 
^^^^ host theatre's offices 
were burned to the 
ground by leftist extrem- 
ists. Lunmier is an MP for Helmut 
Kohl's ruling Christian Etemocratlc 
Union. He has become a hated 
man by leftist citizens in his coun- 
try for his comments regarding 
racism and multiculturalism. Ex- 
amples include his comments on 
the peaceful anti-racism demon- 
strations in Germany: "they make 
my puke"; or his openly stated 
belief that it is no longer neces- 
sary for Germany to hold Holo- 
caust memorials; or his pro-

nouncement that most Germans 
do not want Germany to become a 
multicultural society. All of these 
statements have been receiving 
growing support in Germany. In 
fact, he has managed to help cre- 
ate a separate wing of the Chris- 
tian Democratic Union called The 
German Forum. According to the 
Toronto Star, the Forum is "dedi- 
cated to preserving 'German -ness\ 
to curbing 'mass immigration' and 
to promoting conservative princi- 
ples in government policy." The 
worry is that many more Ger- 
mans hold the Forum's views than 
is generally known. 

Those are just a few of the 
most obvious examples of how 
racists and their actions are gradu- 
ally assuming a more dominant 
role in Western society and me- 
dia. And even though there have 
been numerous demonstrations 
of public disgust for these types of 
people and the principles they 
espouse, It is undeniable that so- 
ciety continues to shift to the right 
of the political spectrum. 

What is most insidious about 
this movement towards intoler- 
ance is that people are becoming 
more comfortable with publlcty 
stating opinions which contain 
clearly racist Innuendoes. "We can 
get a majority to agree to the na- 
tional cause we're promoting even 
if nearly no anglophones or 
allophones are behind it. It's my 
Job to say that...Quebecois of old 
stock can achieve sovereignty if 
they want to." In years past, a 
comment like that would only be 
made by a rabid Quebec national- 
ist whose goal is a racially pure

Quebec nation. However, this 
analysis of Quebec's potential for 
attaining sovereignty-association 
was made by Jacques Parlzeau. 
leader of the Parti Quebecois. It 
has become clear that the PQ's 
strategy is to ignore Quebec's 
anglophone and allophone (eth- 
nic minority) population, and. in- 
stead pander to the xenophobic 
francophone nationalists who al- 
ready make up the vast majority 
of the party. At least in the past 
the PQ would pretend it cared 
about non -Francophones in the 
province, today it obviously feels 
free to abandon that pretense. It 
is dangerous thinking, particu- 
larly in a province that has al- 
ready imposed unj ustiflably harsh 
limitations on the individual rights 
of its non -Francophone popula- 
tion. It is possible that there may 
soon be another revolutidti in la 
belle province, and it wiJl not be 
spearheaded by people with 
Ftench accents. 

Over the next few weeks. 
Lambda will be examining this 
phenomenon as it applies to all 
segments of society. In particular 
Laurentian's campus. Lambda 
has already received a written 
complaint by a student who was 
verbally assaultedby a fellow stu- 
dent.

Perhaps I Ve merely 
become desensitized to the crap that happens around me. Oh well. E>^en Tarantlno 
makes a cameo appearance in his own fUck which Is commendable, (or Just brave), and 
Lawrence Tiemey (Joe) and Chris Penn (E^die) are the funniest gangster family I Ve ever 
seen.

NOTHING about Theatre Cambrian's 
production of Makbeth Is ordinary, 
from the spelling of Makbeth to the 
choice of musical accompaniment.

The battle in Act V of the play was 
remarkable as well. The lighting was such 
that the audience was treated to warring 
silhouettes.

It was during this battle as well that 
some of the actors stormed out the exit at 
the back of the theatre through the audi- 
ence. The audience felt the vibration of the 
battlefield beneath their feet. 

A FINE performance was delivered by 
K.C. Evans as Lady Makbeth. It 
would seem that director Mark 
Calllngham subscribes to the theory that 
Lady Makbeth is actually the fourth witch, 
as she was dressed In long black gowns 
for may scenes in the play, as well as 
portraying a sexuality similar to that of 
the witches. The challenging role was 
handled expertly by Evans. 

Christopher Healey as Makbeth him- 
self plays the role in a highly professional 
manner. It Is obvious to uie audience that 



he Is experienced In live performances. 
The only criticism that could be made 
of his performance would be that he 
needs to choose between playing an 
ambitious noble willing to do any- 
thing to get the crown of Scotland, or 
a mousy little pawn to his wife's am- 
bitions. There seems to be aspects of 
both in his performance. 

Noteworthy performances were 
also delivered by Mark Hitchman as 
Banquo and Laurentian Student 
Jeremy Brown as Malcolm. 

Finally, cheers to whomever came 
up with the idea of setting the play to 
suitable modem, mainly alternative, 
music. In particular, the choice of 
Carl OrfTs Carmina Bwana during 
Banquo's assassination was outstand- 
ing.

Queen's managed to tie the score at 30 in the first half with 1:40 
remaining, and the Vees, unaccustomed to being in such a position 
at the end of the first half, responded with 9 straight points to close 
the half 39-30. 

The second half Laurentlan worked steadily upwards, adjusting 
the Golden Gaels' fast break strategy and continuing the bump and 
grind climb to the top. Carolyn Swords once again won MVP honors, 
with 1 1 points, 8 assists, and shooting 100% from the fi^e throw line 
for the weekend. Dianne Norman was the leading scorer with 17 
points. The final score of the game was 74-52. in favor of the now 9- 
Lady Vees. 

This weekend the Ladies rematch last weekend's opponents, this 
time as visitors to Ottawa and Carleton. Our next, and last, home 
game of the season will be a battle against the 4th -ranked U of T squad 
on Saturday.
